“You know, Russ, you look 
like an Italian.” 

That was all we needed! 
We immediately began 
calling the young fellow to 
whom the remark was 
directed “Mafia” (We 
pronounced it “Maff- 
eye”) This was soon 
shortened and Russell 
Price was known as 
"Maff” Price the rest of his 
days 

The desire of parents to 
give their infant son a 
different name greatly 
increased the chances that 
their offspring wouldn’t 
long be without a 
nickname. Outside the 
classroom Rutherford 
Watkins was “Boots', 
Reginald Blair, “Fritz”;

If a bov who bore a 
"different'* name didn't 
acquire a nickname, he 
was certain to be know by a 
much-shortened version of 
the name given him: i.e. 
Medford “Med" Crocker; 
Embleton “Em” Colwell; 
Gilbert “Gib” McMyne; 
Archibald Arch’' 
Morgan Reginald “Reg” 
Williams. Everett “Ev” 
Wall Emerson “Em” 
Ruland; Xerxes “Zerk ' 
Williams; Webster “Web” 
Hood Derwood “Durr” 
Davis and Desmond “Dez” 
Bailey. 

Physical appearance 
accounted for many 
nicknames. A flaming 
thatch, an inheritance from 
a Viking ancestor, caused 
many to be known as 
“Red.” Paul Elbrecht’s 
hair was a deep shade of 
red He was “Sorrel.” 

Thomas Huddy was tall 
and thin He was "Sliver.” 
Harry Bunnell lost his hair 
when he was young. What 
else but “Baldy” 9 William 
Hull was a little fellow He 
was "Pee Wee.” Raymond 
Thomas had a serious 
demeanor. He was 
“Deacon.” Kenneth Bate 
was afew pounds over¬ 
weight He was “Balloon ' 


Joseph Missett and kinky 
hair. He was “Farina.” A 
D&H trainman who at¬ 
tempted to keep warm 
during bitter winter 
weather by donning many 
layers of clothing was 
known as “Coats” Lewis 
Another D&H worker, a 
fireman who was a big 
man, was tagged “Jumbo” 
Wagner. 

An effort to concea 1 some 
activity very often led to 
the begetting of a 
nickname by the person 
who attempted a ,f cover 
up.” 

A young man began 
calling on a young lady who 
lived on N Church Street, 
but, for some reason didn’t 
want it known. He always 
waited until darkness had 
fallen before walking to the 
lady’s home When his 
after-dark expeditions 
came to light he received 
an appropriate nickname. 
“Darky.” 

An incident during which 
some person suffered 
humiliation often caused 
the discomfitted one to 
become the recipient of a 
nickname. 

Alice Voyle Rashleigh, 
the long-time principal of 
No. 8 (John Marshall) 
School, was a strict 
disciplinarian. She dealt 
with tardy pupils in severe 
fashion Girls were given a 
few taps on their palms, 


just enough to bring a tear 
or two Boys were given 
harsher treatment. They 
were required to bend over 
the hallway bannister and 
receive a half dozen or 
more whacks on their 
posteriors from Miss 
Rashleigh's scepter; a 
long, heavy ruler. 

A boy, on his way to 
school one day, knew he 
was late and was sure of 
the punishment he would 
receive. He’d been to the 
well before. While passing 
a home where im¬ 
provements were being 
made he had a inspiration. 
He walked into the yard, 
picked up a piece of scrap 
material ana carried it to 
school. 

On entering the school 
the boy stepped to one side 
of the entrance and shoved 
the material inside the seat 
of his pants. He then 
mounted the stairs to the 
hallway where Miss 
Rashleigh awaited his 
coming. She pointed to the 
bannister and the boy 
walked to it and bent over 

When Miss Rashleigh’s 
ruler descended the sound 
it made was not that given 
forth when it struck tender 
buttocks, protected by only 
thing layers of cloth. In¬ 
stead, a harsh, “crack” 


reverberated throughout 
the hallway. 

“Go to the end of the hall 
and take out whatever 
you’ve put in the seat of 
your pants and bring it to 
me” Miss Rashleigh 
commaned. The boy 
obeyed and returned to 
where Miss Rashleigh 
stood and handed her his 
"armor.” 

When Miss Rashleigh 
saw what the boy had 
concealed in his pants she 
couldn’t resist smiling. 
“Stay here” she ordered: 
then went into her 
classroom and returned 
bearing a scissors and a 
length of heavy twine. With 
the point of the scissors she 
bored a hole through the 
material, threaded the 
twine through the hole, 
fashioned a loop, then hung 
it around the boy’s neck. 

Miss Rashleigh stepped 
back and looked at the boy 
standing before her; with 
the loop about his neck 
from which dangled his 
“protection.” “You wear 
that all morning and come 
to me at noon and I’ll take 
it off" Miss Rashleigh told 
the boy. She then escorted 
him to his classroom. 

The lad had to endure the 
smirks of his teacher and 
those of his classmates. At 


recess he was subjected to 
the taunts of his peers on 
the playground. 

If that boy is living he’s 
probably still know as 
“Shingle.” 

Preferences accounted 
for some nicknames. 

A man from Mayfield 
was a frequent visitor to 
Carbondale. When in a 
diner or lunchroom he’d 
finish his noonday sancL 
wich, then growl: “Gim¬ 
me’ a piece a' pie.” Noone 
asked him what kind of pie 
he wanted. He was “Apple 
Pie” McGinnis.
